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Jerusalem Pent Reporter 

The Israel pound was devalued 
again as of midnight last night by 
another 1.9 per cent, making the 
pound-dollar exchange rate now 
IL8.08. 

The value of the basket of curren- 
cies which actually determines the 
value of the pound was set at IL9.07. 

Dollars purchased by Israelis who 
are travelling abroad will now cost 
IL10.13 each. 

The devaluation, one In a series of 


creeping devaluations declared 
periodically by a committee of 
Government ministers, produced the 
following new rates of exchange of 
other major foreign currencies: £ — 
RAS.3B: DM — IL3.74 ; French franc 
— 311.80: Swiss franc — IL3.80; 
Dutch FI. — IL3.57. 

Under the system or creeping 
devaluations, the pound may be 
devalued by up to two per cent, at in- 
tervals of not less than 39 days. The 
system began in June. 1975, when the 
dollar was worth IL6.

Outdoor markets strike total 

But Haifa reopening tomorrow

The country's main retail fruit- 
And-vegetable markets were 
dgaerted yesterday as greengrocers 
— ■ protesting against the new re- 
quirement to maintain books of ac- 
count — kept their stalls closed. 

The "strike," described as total by 
organizer Avraham Blrnbaum, 
secretary of the Jerusalem 
Merohants Association, affected the 
central markets of Mahane Yehuda 
in Jerusalem; Carmel and Hatlkva 
In TelXvlv; Talplot and Wadi Nisnas 
in Haifa; and the town markets at 
Petah, Tlkva, Ramie, and 
Beershejaa. 

They are expected to remain clos- 
ed all week — except for the two In 
Haifa, which will reopen tomorrow 
morning. The strike- does not affect 
the country’s supermarkets and 
tsarctianiyot 

Bimbaum told The Jerusalem 
Post last night: "Israel's 
greengrocers are honest, hardwork- 
ing people and the Treasury seems 
out to* make them appear as tax 
cheats. I doubt if many other 
enlightened governments anywhere 
in the world require market atall- 
.keepera keep formal ledgers and 
journals." 

According to Blrnbaum, the very 
nature of trade at a busy produce 
stall precludes effective recording of 
inventory, sales and receipts by con- 
ventional bookkeeping methods. 


"Besides," he added, “a great many 
greengrocers are, unfortunately, 
aeml-litcrate people. So how reliable 
can their bookkeeping really be?" 

But a Treasury spokesman said 
yesterday that "maintaining orderly 
books is at the heart of an honest tax 
revenue system, and we do not in- 
tend to differentiate between one 
type of retailer and another." 

The bookkeeping regulation for 
retail establishments went into 
effect on April 1. But greengrocers 
were exempt until a few weeks ago. 
Enforcement was then slowed 
somewhat last week when the 
Treasury's 7,000 income-tax and 
customs employees struck for three 
days to back claims for job re- 
grading. 

On Wednesday the Knesset Is 
scheduled to considers Likudbacked 
private member's bill which would 
exempt retail food establishments 
from maintaining books. Instead, 
Value Added Tax. where applicable, 
would be calculated on the basis of 
sales reports furnished by 
wholesalers. A Jerusalem Post 
reporter who visited Mahane 
Yehuda yesterday afternoon found 
the huge marketplace rrtil> as r>r, i 
Sabbath. Posters on the building 
walls proclaimed, “General strike . 
...We pay taxes. ..Rabinowitz 
(Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz) is making thieves out of 
us.” The only stalls open were those 


selling papergoods and soaps, and 
there were a few small shops open 
selling nuts and household goods: 

Zvi Fisher, manager of the Super- 
sol food market in Jerusalem's 
Rehov AgTon, told The Post, that his 
fruit and vegetable sales were slight- 
ly more active as a result of the 
closedown of the open, -air markets. 
"But there was no panic buying. 
Remember, it's only Sunday, and 
people have produce left from their 
Sabbath-eve shopping last week. 
Anyway, I have ordered extra quan- 
tities for the rest of the week — just 
not to be caught short," he said. 

In Tel Aviv the Carmel retail 
market, the city’s largest, was bare 
of produce yesterday; but the 
merchants themselves were very 
much in evidence and more than 
willing to explain their grievances. 

One man, who identified himself 
as Shlomo, told The Post it is Im- 
possible for fruit and vegetable 
dealers to maintain books because 
many simply can't write. 

But even the better-educated 
ones would have difficulty keeping 
books, he added. 

"We're working every single 
rrJr.utc, ur hands are dirty from 
•handling the vegetables. How can we 
stop and register a sale? We’d have 
to hire someone and most of us can’t 
afford that. It’s with difficulty that

Campaign to rehabilitate Teng moves 
to Shanghai; his return seen imminent 


SHANGHAI. — A campaign to 
rehabilitate the purged moderate 
leader Teng Hslao-ptng yesterday 
spilled on to the streets of Shanghai, 
China’s biggest city and until recent- 
ly the stronghold of hls radical 
enemies. 

Crowds gathered In the main 
Nanking Road to read posters 
describing the former strongman 
and vice-premier as "Old Faithful." 

The notices, demanding that Teng 
be allowed to take part in “central 
work," came amid increasing signs 
that hls second rehabilitation from 
the political wilderness could be Im- 
minent. 

Similar public calls for Teng's 
return to public life have been voiced 
in Peking for over a week. Their 
appearance here, a centre of leftist 
radicalism, appeared to set the seal 
on his return to power. 

A top Shanghai official last night 
referred to Teng as "comrade" and 
a Chinese source indicated that the 
diminutive leader, who only 12 
months ago was China's most in- 
fluential man after Chairman Mao, 
had repented his mistakes and there 
was no obstacle to his return to 
power. 

The Shanghai administrator, who 
preferred . not to be identified, ac- 
cused the disgraced “Gang of Four" 
led by Mao Tse-tung's widow 
Chiang Ching, of “singing a different 
tuneV in their criticism of Teng. 


HeVsaid tbe city's 10 million people 
“did not follow their evil Intention” 
and opposed articles In the leftist- 
controlled press attacking Teng. The 
criticise was distorted by Madame 
Mao an^ her leftist followers and 
"we eritised the distortion," he 
said. ' 

The radicals, nicknamed the 
"Shanghai Mafia" by Westerners, 
were arrested last October, accused 
of plotting to take over the country 
following Mao’s death. They rose to 
power here in the mid 1960s Cultural 
Revolution and dominated the 
municipal administration. 

- Teng, one of their most bitter op- 
ponents, was disgraced and sacked 
from bis top party, state and army 
posts last April following a vitriolic 
leftist-manipulated campaign. His 
reappearance has been predicted 
since last October's counter-purge 
against the radicals. 

Wall pasters calling for Teng's 
return appeared in Peking on 
January S and were not cleared from 
the Square of Heavenly Peace there 
until early yesterday. 

The former vice-premier was first 
attacked during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion, but he walked back dramatical- 
ly onto the centre of the Peking stage 
at a state banquet in April, 1973, 
before toppling from power again 
last year. 

The Shanghai official said the 
"Gang of Four" planned to use the 


city’s one million civilian militiamen 
to grab power. But they were 
thwarted just in time and "not a 
bullet was fired nor a drop of blood 
spilled." He said their "handful of 
faithful followers" in Shanghai were 
being re-educated by criticism and 
reasoning. 

' He confirmed that mass criticism 
sessions had been organised. In- 
formed sources said that at one such 
meeting over a million people pack- 
ed the city centre to watch as ac- 
cusations were hurled at three purg- 
ed municipal administrators. 

If the "Gang of Four" had not been 
arrested, the official said, there 
could have- been civil war, but "It 
would have been short and sharp and 
the danger does not now exist." 

Yesterday, Peking Radio broad- 
cast what it said was a poem written 
by Chiang Ching. expressing her 
grievances against her husband and 
the Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee. Tbe four-line poem, broad- 
cast by the radio, said: 

"A wonderful peak standing at 
a river/Was obscured in a cloud 
of mist. /Though being not often 
seen, It shows its ruggedness 
sometimes." 

Chiang. Madame Mao's surname, 
means river in Chinese, and Peking 
radio said that in the first line she 
was comparing herself to "a wonder- 
ful peak.” thus betraying her ambi- 
tion. I Reuter} 


Arab summit 
on ‘Palestine’ 

due in March 


CAIRO. — Arab heatjs of state will 
meet\hcre in March to discuss the 
creation of a Palestinian state In the 
Gaza Strip and the West Bank, Tuni- 
sian Foreign Minister Habib Ctaatti 
said yesterday. 

Chatii, chairman of a conference 
of Arab foreign ministers, told 
reporters the heads of state would 
also discuss joint strategy on the 
Middle East, 

He said they would meet at the 
same time as an Afro -Arab summit 
conference which opens here on 
March 7. 

Chatti said he hoped that before 
the Arab leaders meet, the 
Palestinians would have decided on 
"what exactly they want." He said: 
"They roust agree on a definite 
policy, so that the Arab states can 
decide on the best way of helping 
them." 

Chatti did not elaborate. But 
observers here believed he was 
referring to indecision among the 
Palestinians on whether to attend 
thje proposed resumption of the 
Geneva Middle East conference and 
on - forming a government-in-exile 


'which could create a "Palestinian 
authority" in Gaxa and the West 
Bank. 

Arab League secretary-general 
Mahmpud Riad said the foreign 
ministers ended their two days of 
talks qere with agreement on closer 
political and economic cooperation 
with African states. They also 
agreed on a joint stance for the 
February meeting of the Euro-Arab 
dialogue, their regular talks with the 
nine-nation European Common 
Market. •. 

No derails were immediately 
available pn either subject. 

At Saturday’s session of the 
foreign ministers' meeting, oil states 
agreed to continue financial backing 
for the countries facing Israel — 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan — and for 
tbe Palestinian Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

■ Arab sources believed the 

frontline states would receive among 
them St.^h. in 1977. the same amount 
they received in 1975 under an agree- 
ment at the Rabat summit meeting 
of the previous year.

Sadat wants to deal with 
‘stronger’ Israel Premier

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat says that Prime 
MmlBter Rabin is "weak" and that 
he would prefer dealing with a 
strong Israel leader, like former 
Prime Minister Golda Meir. 

In an interview published yester- 
day with "New York TimeH" colum- 
nist C.L. Sulzberger, Sadat was ask- . 
ed whether he was worried about a 
possible 'hawkish Israel Government 
after the May elections. "I am not 
worried. .. the Egyptian leader 
replied. "F>lived with hawks on their 
aide before, the October 1973 war. 
Rabin fears 'peace. He is weak. He’s 
not like the old lady (Golda Meir). I 
, miss her. I wanted to deal with her 
although she was Israel’s biggest 
hawk. She- wasn’t scared to face 
anyone when she was convinced." 

Sadat'sald .that he was ready to go 
anywhere at any time to see 
President-elect Jimmy Carter after 
‘ his Inauguration on Thursday. He 
said he would press his ideas on how 
to achieve Middle Eastern peace, 
this year if possible. 

Sadat also indicated that he will be 
asking the U.S.> for military equip- 
ment. "I'll be asking President 
Carter. Congress and the U.S. public 
for help. After all, the Soviet Union 
has replaced all Syria's arms and 
added heaps, and America has done 
Ibe same with Israel. We Egyptians 
hold the balance of peace — yet we 
are refused help by both aides." 

He said that the U.S. position “is 
the only basic problem" on 
deciding peace because the U.S. Is 
"Israel's lifeline: tor arms, for food, 
for budget deficits." 

In London, Egyptian President 
Sa^at was quoted in yesterday’s 
"Sunday Telegraph" as saying he 
would accept any guarantees tor 
Israel as part of his plan, for a' Middle 
East settlement. 

Sadat was commenting during a • 
Cairo interview on prospects for 
. peace underhis proposal Involving a 


Palestinian state on the West Bank, 
the "Telegraph" said. 

"As regards guarantees for Israel, 
I am ready to accept absolutely any 
arr'angement that Israel wants — 
bilateral; international, anything. 
Even If after a settlement Israel 
wanted to sign a military defence 
pact with the United States, I would 
not oppose this — though I would also 
not copy it. with America or anyone 
else." 

He adtyed that he felt France and 
Britain should play a more active 
role in a\ Middle East settlement. 

Another interview, by Syrian 
President Hafez Assad in "Time" 
magazine, Indicated that he would 
support a West Bank/Gaza Strip 
Palestinian state linked to Jordan. 

Assad also said that he would 
prefer that the Arab states go to a 
reconvened Geneva conference in a 
single, unified Arab delegation. 

And he expressed a willingness to 
(Uscubs with Israel the idea of a 
demilitarized zone on the Golan 
Heights provided that it was of 
narrow limits and on both sides of 
the pre-1967 frontier. 

Amsad said that, if the PLO 
refrains from participating in the 
Geneva conference, the movement 
of the Arab countries towards a 
settlement with Israel would not be 
paralysed. 

After stressing that he prefers the 
1 Arabs gbing to Geneva in a single 
delegation. Assad was asked what 
the Arabs would do If the PLO refus- 
ed to go along. “If the PLO does not 
desire to participate in the Geneva 
conference," he replied, "we will not 
exert any pressure on them to par- 
ticipate." 

'But he said that under such cir- 
cumstances, tbe Arab states would 
have to meet to decide what to do. 

Assad said that he does not see 
anything that "makes me believe 
that peace will be achieved in 1977," 
but he expressed hope that the 
process might start towards this 
goal. 


Prime (per sq. in.) peanut land 


PLAINS, Georgia. — The 
businessmen who bought $3,000 
worth of peanut land next to 
President-elect Carter's, farm are 
trying to make their five acres 
produce a cash yield of $344,995,200 
by selling it for $11 a square inch. 

Meanwhile, the town of Plains, 
strapped for funds to deal with an 
ever-mounting tide of tourists. Is 
seriously considering selling 
honorary citizenships for $4.95. It 
was learned that Carter, for one, op- 
poses the idea. 

The one-inph land sales are being 
promoted In a series of adver- 
tisements In the “Atlanta 
Constitution." the “Washington 
Post" and through solicitation, as 
well as being sold to tourists who 
visit Plains. 

No pretence is made that one 
square inch of land ever will have 
any intrinsic value and the fine print 
at the bottom of the sales brochures 
and the advertisements says exactly 
that. 

"There’s no value to the square 
Inch of land," says Maxine Wiggins, 
a saleswoman for tbe newly-formed 
Plaing Realty Co. "The value is in 
the fact that you have a certificate 
saying that you own one square inch 


of peanut land in the town of Plains 
which is bordered on one side by Miss 
Lillian Carter's and on one .side by 
President Carter’s land"’ -she says. 
Miss Lillian is the mother of the 
President-elect. 

Anothe saleswoman, Vicki 
.Stalvey, who described herself as a 
part-time nurse from Atlanta, was 
asked how sales are going. “Fan- 
tastic," she replied. "I think it’s go- 
ing to go just like wildfire. In a 
year's time there's no telling how 
much money we can make off of it."

LONDON. — General Sir John 
Sharp, British Coram&nder-in-Chief 
of Nato forces in Northern Europe, 
died in Oslo on Saturday, the 
Ministry of Defence said yesterday. 
He was 59.

, bravery in World War II, served as 
personal liaison officer in 1945 to 
Field-Marshal Montgomery.' He 
fought under Montgomery in the 
North Africa campaign and later as 
an artillery battery commander In 
Europe.

‘Imperialist coup’ fails in 
W.Africa’s Benin state 


NIAMEY, NIGER. — "Imperialist 
mercenaries” who attacked Cotonou, 
the capital' of. Benin (formerly 
Dahomey), at dawn yesterday were 
"routed" and "In flight," the West 
African country’s radio said later in 
the day. 

President Mathieu Kerekou, who 
himself took power In an army coup 
on October 26, 1972 and instituted 
Benin's $!&rxlst-Lenlnlst regime, 
urged citizens to capture the still un- 
identified attackers, "white or 
black," and take them to 'police 
stations. Foreigners living in Cotonou 
were told to stay in their homes. 

The attack was announced at dawn 
over the radio by Kerekou, who said 
that, as he was speaking, "our com- 
bat units are In action defending with 
revolutionary relentiessness the 
strategic points of our aggressed 
city." Hls statement, in French and 
the local language, Fon, was broad- 
cast every five minutes, along with 
martial music and appeals for 
"revolutionary committees” to 
arrest suspect foreigners and to 
block the roads to neighbouring Togo. 

Sources In Cotonou, contacted from 
Lome In Togo, said gunfire had been 
heard for a while In the city centre 
yesterday morning. 

The Soviet news agency Tass, 


which has a bureau in Cotonou, also 
-reported that there had been firing in 
Cotonou and near the airport. Radio 
appeals were made by doctors and 
nurses to report to hospitals but there 
were no reports on the number of 
casualties, if any. 

- The intruders, sent by an unnamed 
"imperialist" country, had landed at 
Cotonou airport during the night, a 
radio broadcast said. . 

Observers recalled that in October, 
1975, the government announced dis- 
covery. of a "plot" allegedly organiz- 
ed by former President Emile Derlin 
Zinsou to overthrow the regime with 
"foreign mercenaries" backed by 
"international Imperialism." 

Zinsou, in exile in Europe, and 
other opposition spokesmen had 
denounced the story as a fabrication 
to allow the elimination of opponents. 
(In February, 1976, Kerekou’s 
government announced- death 
sentences for 11 persons allegedly in- 
volved, and life terms for three 
others.) . ■ * 

Benin, which lies between Nigeria 
and Togo in West Africa, has a pop- 
ulation of some three milli on, and is 
one of Africa’s poorest nations.* 
Kerekou changed Its name from 
Dahomey to Benin, the historic name 
of the whole region, last year. (AP)

In .another area, the Tourism 
Ministry announced yesterday that 
Finnalr Is adding two more charter 
flights a week to Ben-Gurion Airport, 
bringing tbe number of weekly 
charters from Scandinavia up to 12. 
The flights, from Helsinki and 
Stockholm, will be in DC-8 planes, 
holding 186 passengers each. The 
companies arranging the flights are 
Ideal Tours in Helsinki and Suntours 
in Stockholm. -

ILP, back in Cabinet,

The Independent Liberal Knesset 
faction will seek to amend the Basic 
Law: The Government to prevent a 
recurrence of the present situation in 
which its two ministers have been 
forced to remain in the caretaker 
government against their will and 
that of their party. 

. This was stated at yesterday’s 
Cabinet session by Minister without 
Portfolio Gideon Hausner, who, 
together with Tourism Minister 
Moshe Kbl. returned to the Cabinet 
after a month’s absence, following 
Friday’s ruling by the High Court of 
justice. 

Prime Minister Rabin welcomed 
back the two ministers and remark- 
ed that he was aware of the difficult 
situation in which they had been 
placed.

‘Foreign press being used 
as propaganda tool’

The outgoing chairman of the 
Foreign Press Association charged 
yesterday that the military es- 
tablishment sought to use the foreign 
press corps "not as a conduit of 
truth, but as a tool to be managed.” 
Steve Delaney of NBC Television 
told the association’s annual 
membership meeting that this at- 
titude had been made clear to FPA 
leaders by the military intelligence 
chief. Aluf Shlomo Gazlt, at a 
meeting last month. 

"The press corps covering the 
military establishment is uniquely 
suited to be part of the Israel in- 
telligence and counter-intelligence 
machinery,” Delaney said. "The 
idea is to keep the enemy confused, 
and If tbe press corps in Israel suf- 
fers a loss of credibility because it 
cannot deny or confirm what it 


knows, it is too bad." 

Tbe meeting with members of the 
FPA board was initiated by Gazit 
after the association announced that 
it was breaking off organizational 
contact with the military 
spokesman's office. The association 
was protesting against difficulties in 


was read out by the Minister of 
Justice. 

In his statement, Hausner said the 
ILP would bow to the will of the court 
and to its understanding of the Basic 
Law. However, he added, a govern- 
ment cannot be likened to a city 
besieged. He was referring to the 
' High Court's finding that the Knesset 
had intended in its legislation that a 
caretaker government be like a city 
besieged, with no one entering or 
leaving. 

Prime Minister Rabin took the 
opportunity to announce the 
reassignment of the ministerial 
posts vacated by the NRP's 
departure from the Government 
and by Housing Minister 
Avraham Ofer's death; Justice 
Minister Haim Zadok will take 
over the Ministry for Religious 
Affairs; Labour Minister Moshe 
Baram will also serve as Minister 
for Social Welfare; Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel will be 
Minister of Interior; and Im- 
migrant Absorption Minister 
Shlomo Rosen will take over the 
Housing Ministry. 

Rabin said that he had waited with 
the re assignments until after the 
delivery of the High Court’s rulings 
on the appeals against the sackingof 
the NRP ministers and the 
resignations of the ILP ministers. 
The appointments require Knesset 
approval. 

. It is understood that the proposals 
Vere opposed in principle by 
Agriculture Minister Aharon Uzan. 
He agjdto.feel that.foi; the effec-, 
tive administration of these 
ministries during the next half year 
it would have been preferable to ap- 
point deputy ministers to head them 
instead of overloading ministers. 

Havener took advantage of the an- 
nouncement on the reassignment of 
portfolios to suggest that this was the 
time to Implement the Cabinet 
reform proposals which had been 
recommended by a Cabinet com- 
mittee he chaired. These proposals 
call for the establishment of a 
ministry for social betterment which 
would combine the existing 
Ministries of Labour and Social 
Welfare', and a ministry of construc- 
tion and population to merge with 
the present Ministry of Housing and 
parts of other ministries. 

Hausner noted that the coalition 
constraints which had prevented 
adoption of the proposals in the past 
no longer obtained. 

The Prime Minister, however, felt 
that the time was not opportune for 
such a step. 

It is understood that the ILP

Two Israel Prizes are to be award- 
ed in the field of geography — the first 
time the discipline has been thus 
honoured. The recipients are 
Professors David Amiran and 
Shmuel Avitzur. who will receive 
their awards for achievements in the 
sphere of geography and cultural 
research. 

The prixfes will be awarded at an 
Independence Day ceremony. 

Prof. Antiran, who was born in 
Berlin in 1920 and came to Israel at 
the age of 23, has filled a variety of 
senior posts in his discipline. These 
Include chairmanship of the editorial 
board of the Israel Atlas, director of 
the Prime Minister's Scientific ad- 
visory Council, and director of the 
Negev Research Institute. He has 
also served as vice-president of the 
Hebrew University.

Prof. Avitzur, who was born in 
2.908, came to Israel in 1932 from 
Baku in the Caucasus. He was active 
in establishing study groups on the

The committee ap pro v ed a proposal 
by- director Yitzhak Livnl to play 
down, the election campaign In the 
media, keeping it limited to news 
coverage in “as normal a manner as 
passible.’' This means no cancella- 
tion of scheduled programmes to 
make way for the election campaign. 

The committee also decided to 
take off the air Prof. Yiguel Yadin - s 
programme on archaeological news, 
as soon as the new policy goes into 
effect. 

But a furious debate of three hours 
developed over when this policy 
should take effect. By a vote of four 
to three the committee decided to 
delay enforcing it until February 1, 
so that the'programme "This is Your 
Life” with Golda Meir, scheduled for 
January 24, can be aired. 

Two of the committee, members, 
fir. Eli Tavin and Ariel Weinstein, 
argued that this constituted bias, as 
Mrs. Meir '.a life reflected .the 
idertogy and work of the Labour 
Party, thus giving It an unfair edge. 
They said they were considering an 
appear to the Education Minister, in 
charge of the Broadcasting Authori- 
ty, and to the chairman of the Cen- 
tral Elections Committee. 

Twd other 'members, Nlsslm 
Almog and Eliahu Has sin. argued 
that there wai nothing political in 
the programme. An authority of- 
ficial, however, told The Jerusalem 
Post he did not think they could have 


previewed the programme. 

The decision by the committee was 
contrary to the recommendation by 
the broader Executive of the authori- 
ty, which suggested that the issue 
was “a sensitive one,” and that both 
programmes ought to be cancelled. 
(Director Yitzhak Livnl, not a 
member of the Management Com- 
mute, was also against screening 
“This is Yqur Life.”) 

Commerce and Industry Minister 
Halm Bari Lev, who heads the 
Labour Party’s election committee, 
told The Post he disagreed with the 
Management Committee's decision 
on the election debate, which should 
be held close to election time — after 
the candidates’ lists and .platforms 
are issued.' He said he would check 
into the legal aspects of the decision 
and whether tee re are ways to get it 
changed. 

' Dr. Eli Ben-Elissar, information 
chief of He rut's election committee, 
said Ms parly would respect the 
Management Committee's general 
policy decision, so far as the debate 
' was concerned. He pointed out that it 
did not preclude the possibility of 
holding the debate during television 
time allotted to the parties by law — 


time controlled entirely by the Cen- 


tral Elections Committee during the 
30 days before elections date — and 
suggested that the debate time could . 
be shared by the two parties out of 
their allotment. 

His reaction was much sharper 
concerning the decision to screen 
“This Is Your Life” anh. institute the 
new policy only afterward. This, he 
said, was unjust and his party would 
fight it. He emphasized that he did 
not think the programme should • be 
cancelled, only that it should be post- 
poned until after the elections.

Yadlin still ill, his lawyer to 
appear in court for him today

suspended Kupat Halim head Asher 
Yadlin fron\ appearing in court to- 
day to answer the charges against 
him. 

His attorney, Shlomo Toussla- 
Cohen, will present a letter from 
Yadlin to Judge Hanna Ben-Ito of the 
Tel Aviv District Court. In his letter 
Yadlin asks the court's permission to 
allow his lawyer to appear in his 
stead and plead for him. Toussla- 
Coben intends to deny all the charges 
brought against his client. 

Yadlin is being charged with 
several counts of taking bribes — to 
a total of 11280,000 — and with two 
counts of fraud. 

His sister. Sara Harl, will appear 
at the hearing. She is charged with 
taking bribes and arranging a bribe 
for someone else. Her counsel, 
Mordeehal Shore r, will deny all the 
charges against her. 


Sources close to the family told 
The Jerusalem Post that while 
Yadlln's health and spirits have lm- 
proved'in the last week, he Is still far 
from fit. He is hooked up to a heart- 
monitoring device and may have to 
undergo a gall “bladder operation, 
doctors say. 

Yadlin has been in detention since 
October 18. Since January 3 he has 
been at Beilinson Hospital — under 
police guard — following c omplainta 
of pains in his chest, which he ap- 
parently developed after hearing 
about the suicide of his good friend, 
the late Housing Minister Avraham 
Ofor. 

Family sources said that Yadlin 
opposed an operation, since it would 
probably delay his trial, the actual 
hearings of which arc to begin on 
February 7. Even if he does not un- 
dergo an operation, doctors axe still 
not certain he is fit enough to un- 
dergo the strain of a trial.

He denied that stall-owners 
wanted to avoid paying taxes: “We 
pay our taxes, just like everybody 
else," Shlomo said.

In Haifa, the nearly 300 fruit and 
vegetable stand-owners in the 
Talplot and Turkish markets and In 
the Hehalutz-Yoel lane were all tak- 
ing part in the strike, together with 
the small number of greengrocers' 
shops near the Talplot' market 
building and Arab stalls in Wadi 
Nisnas. But they were striking only 
for two days — yesterday and today 
— and 77ie Post learned that they arc 
ready fora compromise with the tax- 
men on the bookkeeping issue. 

(Greengrocers in all other parts of 
the city were open as usual yester- 
day.) 

Last Thursday, Commerce 
Minister Halm Bar-Lev expressed 
the opinion that bookkeeping could in 
some cases reduce the amount of in- 


come tax paid. Speaking with 
newsmen on board the m.s. Engeddi 
here, Bar-Lev mentioned that dia- 
mond merchants are big dollar 
earners for Israel though, like the' 
merchant marine, they receive no 
government aid.

The same people who brought you 
the Beatles have made It a bit easier 
for Jerusalem's neurosurgery 
patients — and their physicians. 

The firm, EMI — better known as 
a recording company — is the 
producer of a brain scanner 
dedicated at Hadassah Hospital In 
the Capital yesterday. Dr. Fred Zlv. 
bead of the neuroradlology depart- 
ment. said he has already been 
deluged with requests from all over 
the country to use the scanner, the 
only one of its kind in the country. 

Dr. Zlv said the machine, which is 
linked to a computer, projects eight 
cross-sections of the brain onto a TV 
screen. It emits the same amount of 
radiation as & conventional X-ray 
unit but. according to the manufac- 
turer, it is 100 times more sensitive. 

If the operator wishes to-, he can 
pinpoint one section and view it more 
extensively. In contrast to other 
types of brain X-ray, the patient 
need not be hospitalized and need 
suffer no discomfort (such as probing 
needles). This should incidentally 
result In great savings In hospitaliza- 
tion costs, he noted. 

During the two-week runnlng-in 
period, 54 patients have been ex- 
amined. Dr. Zlv hopes to bring the 
number of examinations up to 40-50 a 
week. However, he stressed that the 
one scanner could not serve the 
needs of the entire country. He hopes 
that other hospitals will buy similar 
scanners.

Rabatzl, claimed they had not been 
In the prison at the time of the 
murder, last June.

he entered a plea. 

One' of the defence lawyers, defen- 
ding Ben-Ner Arshl, told the court 
the prison authorities hadnot replied 
to a written application he had made 
to meet with his client. Arshl said he 
had not been permitted to write to 
his lawyer, and he could not enter a 
plea until he and the counsel could go 
over the charges.

Teacher training 
to be offered for 
degree-holders

Special courses for university 
graduates who wish to qualify for 
kindergarteners’ and teachers' cer- 
tificates will be Inaugurated at the 
country's 60 teachers' seminaries to 
the coming anhool year, for which 
registration began yesterday, the 
Education Ministry announced. 

Other innovations at the 
seminaries include an Increase to 
the number of hours of practice 
teaching; a major in educational ad- 
ministration; courses in spoken 
Arabic, and majors in Jewish studies, 
conducted jointly with the miniatry-' 
sponsored Jewlsh-studles institutes. 

Discussions between the ministry 
and students' representatives about 
bringing seminary fees more into 
line with university fees are ex- 
pected to be concluded shortly. 

Seminary students now pay 
2L1.000 annually, plus IL100 to 
ZLJ.,000 depending- cei their economic sta- . 
tus and on whether they are studying' 
at one of the 10 seminaries giving 
"recognized" courses leading to 
diplomas that are the equivalent of a* 
B.A: A committee appointed by the 
ministry last month to study the 
matter recommended that the fees 
be raised to 80 per cent of university 
fees for students taking 
"recognized" courses and to 50 per 
cent for the others. 


Electronics 
exports double 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Metal and electronic exports have 
almost doubled In the past three 
years. Commerce and Industry 
Minister Haim Bar-Lev told the 
Cabinet yesterday during a review of 
his Ministry's activities. 

He said overseas soles' by those 
two seotors, which accounted for 12 
per cent of Israel's total industrial 
exports In 1973, had reached the 23.3 
per cent point last year. 

Another strong branch was 
chemicals, rubber goods and 
plastics, which last year constituted 
14.8 per cent of all industrial exports, 
compared with 9.4 per cent to 1973. 

According to Bar-Lev, industrial 
output la constantly on the rise, and 
to 1976 Increased by about 7 per cent 
— to IL70,000m. While metals and 
electronics were gaining, textiles 
and foods were ' becoming less 
significant, he added. 

As for employment, he noted that 
6,000 more workers had joined In- 
dustry's ranks during 1976, and the 
total industrial work force now 
stands at approximately 298,000.

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One-time spy 
Shlomo Amir 
dies, aged 53

Shlomo Amir, a man whose life 
was sought with a vengeance by Jor- 
danian intelligence ana who manag- 
ed to live in Jerusalem with his fami- 
ly In near anonymity, died last week 
of a heart attack, aged 58. 

Amir was a successful intelligence 
agent who spent many years In Jor- 
dan, hnA been sentenced to death to 
Amman, and escaped several 
attempts on his life later, while liv- 
ing in Israel. He was born Ahmed 
Zut, In Colonla, the Roman (and 
later) Arab village which stood 
where Lower Motza is today. 

No one connected with Israel's 
security services Is prepared to 
reveal the nature of Amir's 
operations across the border;, but 
when he escaped from Jordanian In- 
telligence and returned to live in 
Israel, tbe Defence Ministry provid- 
ed him with the petrol station near 
Abu Ghosh for his livelihood. 

He, his Nablus-born wife Lea and 
their children then converted to 
Judaism and made their home In 
Jerusalem's German Colony. Amir 
operated the petrol station and a 
restaurant successfully until the Abu 
Ghosh by-pass along the Tel Avlv- 
Jerusalem highway opened, leaving 
■the station off the beaten track. 
Shortly afterwards he suffered his 
first heart attack, and leased the sta- 
tion out. 

Shlomo Amir suffered his second 
heart attack last week, and entered 
Hadassah Hospital. He died before 
doctors could operate on him and 
was burled on Friday on Har 
Haxnenuhot. 

One of the people who worked with 
him In the Intelligence services 
remarked that when publication of 
his story is permitted — if ever — it 
will read like a best-selling spy 
thriller. 

He Is survived by his wife, three 
sons (one of whom is serving In the 
army) and a young daughter. 


Fewer die on roads 

The number of deaths to traffic ac- 
cidents was down for the second 
successive year in 1976, to stand at 
608. The decline began to 1975, when 
the number of people who were kill- 
ed In accidents dropped from the 
1874 total of 716 to 641. Half of last 
year's dead were pedestrians.

U.S. should start training blacks 


now to take over South Africa 


WASHINGTON. — Andrew Young-, 
the U.S. ambassador-designate to 
the UN, haa called for the U.S. to 
begin tr aining South African blacks 
tq take over administration of their 
country once there la majority rule 
there. 

TThere should be a plan, right 
ncwfr. to train leadership to run South 
Africa once, majority rule comes,” 
Young said in a television interview 
to be broadcast today. 

Young, hims elf a black, said the 
tr aining could be given to the few 
black South African students now 
living In the U.S. 

He also said he favoured U.S. 
financial support for an Independent 
black newspaper In South Africa. 

Young added that he. feels his 
presence in the UN “will develop a 
programme to end racism in South 
Africa that will be relevant, that the 
United States of America will be able 
to support.” 

In 'addition to the newspaper sub- 
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sidy. Young said, ‘“There’s just a 
whole range of things that can be 
done j. that. my staff is working on 
already." 

Among the possibilities, cited by 
Young la a programme of bringing 
African ftudents to the U.S. to study. 

In a related development yester- 
day, Bishop Abel Murorewa, head of 
the Rhodesian African National 
Council, xqade a demand for the un- 
conditional surrender of white 
Rhodesians. 

In a press statement, the black 
Methodist Bishop, who heads one of 
five Rhodesian nationalist groups. 
8 aid, "We are faced with a tragic 
emergency. There is no time for din- 
ing. wining, bickering and dithering 
In Rhodesian cities and expensive 
hotels in foreign capitals while inno- 
cent children, men and women, are 
f«iHng dally in the war. Let us have a 
new surrender programme. Time 
has expired."

Objections to Sorensen 
as director of CIA 


WASHINGTON. — The nomination 
of Theodore Sorensen to head the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
appears to be running Into serious, 
ana possibly fatal, trouble. 

Sorensen called “totally false" 
allegations of impropriety stemming 
from a newspaper report that he 
took secret documents as his own, 
used them fora book before donating 
them to the government for a tax 
deduction, and leaked classified 
material to reporters. 

Sorensen, In a statement read by 
his law partner Mark Alcott, said he 
talked on Saturday with President- 
elect Jimmy Carter, who "reaf- 
firmed his strong determination that 
I serve as director of Central* 
Intelligence and I expect to do so.” 

Earlier, Senate majority leader 
Robert Byrd said without 
elaborating that he believes 
Sorensen's chances of confirmation 
ace' “questionable." And Senator 
Strom Thurmond; Republican -South 
Carolina, said Ms name should be 
withdrawn. 

Byrd said he expected that con- 
troversial Attorney General- 
designate Griffin Bell would be con- 


firmed but, “1 wouldn't be willing to 
say that about Sorensen ... I consider 
his nomination to be in considerable 
difficulty. His chances are, at this 
point, questionable." 

Sorensen today goes before the 
Senate Intelligence Committee, 
headed by Senator Daniel Inouye, 
Democrat-Ha wail, for confirmation 
hearings. 

Hie main trouble appeared to be 
the affidavit Sorensen gave during 
the 1972 Pentagon Papers trial of 
Daniel Ellsberg on the defendant’s 
behalf, apparently trying to show 
that releasing some classified 
papers should not have been a crime. 

The affidavit was circulated to 
committee members, and a report of 
its contents — j by the Long Island 
newspaper “News day" — came on 
top of rumours of discontent about 
Sorensen an other grounds, namely 
his lack of intelligence experience, 
his ties to the Kennedy family and 
his conscientious-objector xtatns. 

Sorensen is an international 
lawyer who at age 32 became late 
President John F. Kennedy's chief 
speech writer.

Hamburg changes rules on ‘sick 
leave’ for jailed Nazi killers

BONN. — The Hamburg state 
government has changed its rules on 
pardoning convicted criminals, 
following angry protests against the 
temporary release of Wilhelm 
Rosenbaum, 61, a former Nazi ser- 
ving a life sentence for the murder of 
some 100 Jews. 

In future, the entire Hamburg 
Senate — the governing cabinet In 
the city-state — will decide In 
clemency cases if there is disagree- 
ment within the five-member 
clemency board. 

Last month the board, which Is 
headed by Justice Minister Ulrich 
King, granted a six-month sick leave 
to Rosenbaum after he had served IS 


years of his sentence: it also gave a 
similar furlough to another con- 
victed Nazi murderer, former SS 
captain Max Krahner, 72. . 

The panel's decision conformed to 
existing regulations. But Its failure 
to distinguish between mass 
murderers and common criminals 
sparked a political furor and em- 
barrassed City Mayor Hans-Ulrich 
Klose, who at the time was on an of- 
ficial visit to Israel. 

The new ruling, which permits the 
government to take sensitive cases 
out of the exclusive control of the 
clemency board, was announced 
during a parliamentary debate last 
week in which the Christian 
Democrat opposition failed to force 
the resignation of Free Democrat 
justice Minister Klug.

Court stops UK 
postal boycott 

of South Africa 

LONDON. — The British Post Office 
Union will obey a court injunction 
and call off the week-long com- 
munications boycott of Sooth Africa 
it was to have begun at midnight last 
night. 

But union chief Tom Jackson said 
he suspected the bona fides of the 
organization that secured a tem- 
porary court injunction against the 
union from Lord Justice Lawton in 
the Appeals Court here on Saturday. 

The organization, a right-wing 
group known as the National 
Association for Freedom, secured 
the injunction on the grounds of a 
1953 Post Office Act which makes it a 
criminal offence to detain mail or in- 
cite others to detain it. 

The injunction does not affect the 
plana of two other unions to mount a 
week’s boycott as part of an "inter- 
national week of action" to pressure 
South Africa to recognize black un- 
ions. 

The injunction against the Post Of- 
fice Union Is valid until a new court 
hearing, which Is due to be held 
tomorrow. 

Jack* on said he was “saddened" 
that his union could not take part in. 
an action against the "repressive - 
regime in South Africa." ■ 

Lord Justice Lawton, when he 
granted the injunction, was critical 
of Attorney-General Sam Sflkto for 
not bringing the appeal to court. 
Silkln refused to do bo when ap- 
proached by the director of the 
National Association for Freedom, 
John Gouriet. 

The judge said, “I could conceive 
of many political reasons why 
(Silkln) decided not to Intervene. But 
political reasons are not exactly 
good legal reasons."

Egypt, Sudan sign 
new defence pact 

CAIRO. — Egyptian and Sudanese 
military commands announced 
on Saturday that they have approved 
Joint defence plans to repel 
aggressors on either state. 

But the action is mainly intended 
for Sudan’s immediate security 
since Sudan fears "imminent" inva- 
sion by activists being trained in 
Ethiopia. 

Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numairi has also accused Libya of 
supporting the rebel elements. 

“Egypt stands firmly by the Sudan 
in repelling any aggressor,” the joint 
statement said. It added that an at- 
tack on either state would be con- 
sidered aggression against both. 

The two neighbouring countries 
who share the Nile River signed a 
joint defence pact in July 1975 short- 
ly after an attempt to overthrow 
Numairi and several sabotage in- 
cidents in Egypt. Both blamed Libya 
despite its denial. (AP)

Daoud — bumbler with friends in high places

WASHINGTON. — To those who 
follow his activities closely, terrorist 
Abu Daoud is as much bumbler as 
mastermind — but a bumbler with 
effective friends in powerful places. 

His arrest by Jordan four years 
ago, after a series of slapstick mis- 
haps derailed his ambitious plot to 
seize the Jordanian Cabinet and bold 
it hostage, led to vicious attacks on 
embassies In Khartoum and Paris by 
his Palestinian Arab supporters. 

He was sentenced to death by Jor- 
dan, but then turned free in response 
to strong pressure from a number of 
Arab and Third World figures. Even 
the Soviet Union, in an unusual 
appeal In the name of the Presidium 
of the Supreme Soviet, asked King 
Hussein for clemency. 

But while he waa in Jordan, Abu 
Daoud gave Jordanian authorities a 
thoroughgoing confession — a brief- 
ing, one source calls it — of his ac- 
tivities In Fatah and Black 
September that not only shed light on 
much that had been hidden In those 
Palestinian groups but also im- 
plicated a number of associates. The 
confession was broadcast by Jorda- 
nian radio and television. 

While some terrorists might want 
to forget about this kind of perfor- 
mance, Abu Daoud, since his release 
by France, has referred inter- 
viewers to his Jordanian confession 
to clarify points about his past and to 
buttress his contention that he 
played only a peripheral role In the 
1972 Olvmnics massacre in Munich. 

“A shrewd man In his position 


would never have gone into France 
as be did,” one U.S. analyst who 
follows Middle Eastern affairs said. 
“But Abu Daoud just isn't as smart 
as some of the others." Abu Daoud 's 
own account of his arrest in Jordan, 
as broadcast at the time, gives a 
sample of this. 

Dressed In Saudi robes and bear- 
ing a fake Saudi passport, Abu 
Daoud and a 18-year-old Arab girl 
purporting to be his wife were 
stopped by Jordanian police as they 
drove to the interior ministry on a 
scouting trip preparatory to seizing 
the premier's office. 

The first problem, be said, was 
that “my Saudi passport Included 
the name of the wife and six 
children. Hie fact is that my 'wife’ 
was a child, only 15 years old." 

When they were taken to the 
security centre for further question- 
ing, Abu Daoud said, “My 
Czechoslovak-made revolver and its 
amm unition fell ... to the floor when 
we alighted from the car. One of the 
soldiers saw it. This complicated 
matters." 

Two weeks after Abu Daoud’a 
arrest. Black September terrorists. 
In an operation named after him, 
seised the Saudi Arabian Embassy 
in Khartoum, took hostage several 
guests at a diplomatic reception and 
demanded Abu Daoud’s release, 
U.S. Ambassador Cleo Noel, his 
deputy, George Curtis- Moore, and a 
Belgian diplomat were murdered 
when Jordan refused. 

In September, 1973, terrorists seiz- 
ed the Saudi Embassy in Paris and 
again demanded Abu Daoud’s 
freedom. Jordan refused, but 


France allowed the terrorists to 
leave and drew a sharp rebuke from 
Saudi Arabia. 

Later that month, after a meeting 
in Cairo with Egyptian President 
Sadat and Syrian President Assad, 
Hussein amnestied 754 Palestinian 
Arab prisoners. Including Abu 
Daoud, as a move towards Arab 
reconciliation. 

la Interviews in Algiers, where he 
went after leaving France, and in his 
Jordan, confession, Abu Daoud ad- 
mits to only a small role In the 
Munich attack. Sources here who are 
familiar with unpublished details 
from his Jordanian confession refer 
vo mm as a chief planner of the at- 
tack bat will not elaborate. 

According to Abu Daoud's version, 
be* was in Sofia, Bulgaria, in August, 
1972, a month before the Septembers 
attack, buying Bulgarian arms for 
toe Fatah. Two terrorist leaders, 
Abulyad and Fahri Umarl, met him 
in Sofia and outlined the planned at- 
tack. 

“In' order to complete this opera- 
tion. AJsu Iyad asked me to give him 
my Iraqi passport," Abu Daoud said.

He and Umari flew to Libya, he 
gave Umari toe Iraqi passport, and 
by Abu Daoud's published account, 
that waa that until he “learned 
afterwards” details of what had 
happened in Munich. Sources in 
Washington say, however, that the

tack is believed to have been done In 
Libya during the time .

Diarist Anris Nin dies at 73 



Basque mayors’ 


LOS ANGELES. — Anais Nin. 
known for her diaries and sensitive 
works exploring toe woman's point 
of view, died here last Friday. She 
was 78. 

Miss Nin gained recognition for 
her series of diaries which she began 
in childhood and continued 
throughout her life. Excerpts were 
eventually published as a six- volume 
"The Diaries of Anais Nin". 

Bom in Paris In 1903, Nin began 
writing at 11, when she came to New 
York. Self-educated, she dropped out 


of school at 10. She -studied psy- 
choanalysis under Otto Rank in the 
1930's. 

She returned to France in 1935, and 
spent much of her time with a group 
of writers including Henry Miller, 
Lawrence Durrell, Gore Vidal and 
Kenneth Patchen. The diaries cen- 
tred on her association with these 
authors and with the ertist's inter- 
pretation of philosophical ideas. 

She is survived by her husband. 
Rupert Pole, and a brother. (AP)

kidnappers by car. 

This fifth successful jallbreak of 
the year in Italy further Illustrates 
the crisis in the Italian prison system 
which caused one newspaper to 
sneer that "entering and leaving an 
Italian prison today Is like checking 
In and out of a hotel." (UPI) 


Pakistan: Kashmir blocks peace. 


ISLAMABAD. — The Pakistan 
government said yesterday there 
cannot be a durable peace in South 
East Asia unless the Kashmir dis- 
pute between Islamabad and New 
Delhi is solved. 

A White Paper Issued by the 
government seven weeks before the 
country’s general elections said, 
“nothing would be more fallacious 
than to assume that the future holds 


no prospects of a fair settlement of 
the Kashmir dispute.”

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NEW NATO JITTERS OVER SOVIET STRENGTH 


THE WEST IS now undergoing 
another of Its recurrent and self- 
generated panics about the Soviet 
military threat, and Nato. the 
Western defence alliance, is suitably 
disturbed again. Usually this 
happens when the U.S. conducts its 
arguments over defence spending, 
as it is doing now just before Jimmy 
Carter takes office. 

The latest disclosure was the CIA's 
annual intelligence review of the 
Soviet armed forces, which this year 
said the Russians are seeking 
military superiority over the U.S., 
not parity. This was backed by a 
man who played a central role in 
making the U.S. intelligence es- 
tablishment take a grimmer es- 
timate of Soviet strategic objectives. 

Maj.-Gen. George Keegan, just 
retired as the U.S. Air Force in- 
telligence chief, says that the USSR 
has already achieved military 
superiority over the U.S. and that he 
reached this conclusion primarily as 
a result of recently acquired infor- 
mation. 

As if to give emphasis to such a 
threat, a senior Nato general says in 
a book about to be published that the 
USSR can conquer West Germany In 
48 hours. Maj.-Gen. Robert Close, of 
Belgium, in his book “Defenceless 
Europe?" wrote that "in certain cir- 
cumstances. utilizing the maximum 

of surprise and the West's lack of 
preparation, the Soviets could, 
launch an attack and be on the Rhine 
in 48 hours."

Once the dilapidated old Arab- 
style building had been found, the 
next step was to work with the 
architects on transforming it into a 
centre for Jerusalemites and 
tourists — a show-case for Mas kit's 
craftsmen and fashion designers, 
^.snd a welcoming place to browse in 
or have a chat with friends, all at the 1 
same time. 

"We by to make the customer feel 
' that he is king,” Francine explained. 
"We want to give him full service. If 
for example he chooses something, 
but isn’t quite sure, we put the arti- 
cle in a safe for 24 hours while he 
makes up his mind." 

The shop also tries to provide for 
the needs of all its varied customers : 
Israelis who are going abroad and 
looking for presents — "who are gift- 
minded, sophisticated, and 
knowledgable about their home 
market when it comes to jewellery 
and crafts ; " Israelis who are buying 
for themselves — “a very wise 
public, which spends its money 
carefully;" and tourists — "who 
want what they buy to be both 
fashionable and Israeli in nature." 


As far as fashion goes, the current 
craze for the ethnic look has helped 
Maskit, which was launched by Ruth 
Dayan In order to save the han- 
dicrafts brought here by multitudes 
of immigrants. 

One Innovation for which Francine 
can take all credit is the Cafe at Beit 
Maskit. an outdoor meeting place for 
Jerusalem shoppers, tn the walled 
courtyard at the back of the shop. 
Opened In July for the summer 
months, it has been an unqualified 
success. ("Except that I put on so 
much weight — In that respect, I'm 
glad it closed for the winter.") 

The idea now is to open s imil a r 
cafes in' several other Maskit shops, 
beginning with Tel Aviv and 
Beersheba. 

How will her new job vary from 
the present one? "Instead of manag- 
ing one store. I’ll he supervising 
seven, working closely with their 
managers. We want to bring the shop 
managers more closely Into the pic- 
ture — after all. they’re the people 
out in the field, they know what’s go- 
ing on." 

It will also mean forming a buying 
policy for the stores — and making 
sure that the plants and outside 
suppliers keep to It. 

The genera) meetings between the 
managers of the seven shops will be 
done away with — meetings at which 
all the problems were aired, and 
very little was done about them. 


Instead, Francine will be meeting 
managers individually. 

Another innovation In the current 
reorganization of the whole Maskit 
operation is the division of functions 
between the Maskit shops and the 
suppliers serving them. As Maskit 
president. Ruth Dayan will coor- 
dinate plants and shops, helping the 
makers to produce what the Maskit 
shops want. 

The plants — the Umm-el Fahm 
rug and carpet plant, the jewellery, 
pottery, and fashion workshops — 
will be run as separate enterprises, 
giving both stores and producers 
much more freedom of action. The 
stores will order much like any 
other outlet although, of course, they 
will try to arrange for Maskit ex- 
clusivity in individual items. 
Schedule dates will have to be 
adhered to, but the plants will be free 
to get orders from any other source 
they wish. 

Meanwhile, the stores will be 
widening their sources — going to 
other Israeli fashion and craft 
designers for wares. 

"But from outsiders, we will buy 
only goods that complement what we 
get from our own stores." Francine 
said. "We might get Jewellery from * 
our craftsmen, then need plain hoop 
earrings to complete a set, and those 
we will order from others." 

What other innovations has the 
new manager in mind? "I’d like to 
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Francine Friedman. Masldt’s new general manager, in Jerusalem shop: ‘We want the stores to be Interesting.’

jects, are hollow. They axe made in 
cylindrical pipe-like modular sec- 
tions that lock together to form the 
biggest ceramic figures in the world. 
Modelled from terra cotta mixed 
with ground chamotte, they* are 
decorated with coils of "snakes" 
representing hair and are beautiful- 
ly glazed in the five basic colours of 
the typical Abruzzl tile. The sections 
are strong enough to have been 
mounted in annual travelling shows 
without suffering damage. This 
Christmas they were on view in 
Bethlehem. 

Castelli students have added 
sheep, a camel, a bull, the three 
kings' (one suitably black) and geese 
and turkeys, soldiers, woodsmen and 
angels; and, more recently, two rab- 
bis. but the latter, like some 20 other 
figures, were not shipped here, no 
doubt for diplomatic reasons. An ex- 
traordinary. unity of style has been 
preserved, even though each class 
has had a free hand in choosing sub- 
jects and design.

Dramatic 

impact 


Sub-plots tend to confuse political thriller

THE PERFORMANCE of Bloch's 
“Sacred Service” waa of such 
tremendous impact that anything 
coming after it would have been an 
anti-climax. Therefore, it seems un- 
fair to Alexandre Tansman to have 
given his music its first presentation 
In the second half of the programme.. 

An opera performance in concert 
form la always problematic and to 
give only two acta (presumably out 
of four) may have robbed ue of an 
important experience. Moreover, it 
la doubtful that enough rehearsals 
were held to guarantee a fluent and 
assured rendition by all concerned. 
Gary Bertlnl was kept.very busy giv- 
ing everybody cues and even so, the 
choirs did not sound as sure as 
they did in the Bloch, and the singers ' 
were too visibly counting their bars 
of rest. At this first hearing, we can 
only trust that the presentation- wan - 
the heat possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Tansxnan's music is linked to 
French traditionalism — it Is 
singable, and It can be listened to. 
With the exception of Sara's scene 
(Stella Richmond), there la mostly 
recitative-like music, w/iich tends to 
become somewhat tiresome after a 
while, with no scenic Illustration to 
complement the oral sensation. Of 
all the eight singers, only Stella 
Richmond impressed with her part, 
which she rendered with beautiful 
voice and dramatic inflection. *Dan 
Kaner's narration (prologue and 
epilogue) was a musical experience 
In itself. 

Considering the dearth of operas 
with Jewish themes, a complete 
presentation of "Sabbatal Zevi" 
should he planned, the more as the 
composer will celebrate his 80 th 
birthday this June. 

I have never heard a more concen- 
trated. electrifyingly dramatic and 
liturgically impressive reading of 
Bloch's "Avodat Hakodeah." Hlllel 
Guenther Reich found tbe golden 
mean for the interpretation of his 
demanding part He neither fell into 
the trap of cheap Eazamit, nor did 
his operatic training make him try 
for theatrical effects or personal 
show. His well-tempered baritone 
was ideally suited for the part, and 
his sincere musicianship gave this 
beautiful music an aura of dignity 
and culture truly worthy of the 
"Sacred Service." 

The choirs were clear In intonation 
and diction, and the youthful voices 
added most attractive sonorities to 
the orchestra’s full sound. Gary Ber- 
tini directed with all his customary 
vigour and drive, achieving beauty 
in lyrical moments and climaxes of 
great impact in the more dramatic 
parts. His enthusiasm for the work 
led him frequently to forget to watch 
over the balance, so that the 
orchestra — and in particular, the 
brass — sometimes covered the 
choirs. But the presentation as a 
whole was compact, and was tremen- 
dously dedicated, and nobody could 
have been left unmoved. 

TOHANAN BOEHM 


GERMAN movies have gained a 
significant reputation over the last 
few years such as they have not en- 
joyed since the ‘early thirties. The 
films of R.W. Fassbinder and 
Werner Herzog are now almost cer- 
tain to be Included among the top 
films at world festivals, and many 
leaser known German film-makers 
are sharing this increase in atten- 
tion. ‘“Die Lost Honour of Katharine 
Blum" by Volker Schlondorff and 
Margarethe von Trotta (who played 
in many Fassbinder films) has 
received the aocolade of star direc- 
tor Billy Wilder who called it. "quite 
simply, the finest German picture 
since Fritz Lang's a M'.” 

Hie film is based on a recent 
bestseller by Nobel Laureate 
Heinrich Boll, which was aimed 
against the accusation-type jour- 
nalism of Axel Springer’s "Bild- 
Zeltung," Germany's largest daily 
newspaper. The theme, though, is 
not as relevant to recent events in 
Israel as might be supposed, for lef- 
tist Intellectuals rather than 
politicians were the object of the 
alleged Journalistic smear cam- 
paigns. 

The story concerns a reserved 
young woman who is persecuted by 
the police because of her brief amorous 
association with a wanted radical. 
Tbe police and a newspaper (called 
here'"The Daily Newir^are shown 
scratching each other's backs in 
dredging’ up. slanting, and eventual- 
ly falsifying clues related not to any 
crime, but to the character of the 
woman. In screaming headlines, 
they dally make her out a whore. 
Communist sympathizer, and 
violent anarchist. Kajharina 
responds in the end by shooting the 
offending journalist. 

Though, on the surface the plot 
seems quite open and fluid, the 
movie itself -la tightly edited and 





kind of fable that doesn't trade in a 
contrived way on its beautiful im- 
agery. The pictures are Integral to 
the story, like the moors In "Wither- 
ing Heights." 

The power of the sea in this film is 
what is common to child and adult, 
only their visions differ — the child’s 
is harshly idealistic while the adults' 
is softly romantic. Children in this 
picture make up a group of per- 
nicious little Nietzscheans, com- 
mitted to what they call "the pure 
and perfect order of the Universe.” 
The hero, personified by the sailor, 
transgresses this order, and the en- 
ding is their revenge. 

Meanwhile, as the ad says: Miles 
and Kristofferson are a white hot 
romantic team. S.C.

Hinted-at sub- 
plots and subtle surprises are meant 
to strengthen, but actually confuse 
the overall meaning of this political 
thriller. The radical, for instance, is 
ostensibly wanted only for army 
desert! op, .. apt) Katharina la* . we 
come to learn, former mistress of a 
highly-placed industrialist. 

Reference to Palestinian and other 
terrorist groups is made by keffiyeh- 
wearing party-goers, and the girl's 
complicity with the radical is 
acknowledged, though not her sym- 
pathy with terrorism. All the 
characters are thus given 
significance rather than credibility, 
and this considerably weakens tbe 
impact of the picture as a whole. You 
can't see the forest for the trees.

Logical steps in painting woodwork 


LIKE MANY people I try to avoid 
painting woodwork wherever possi- 
ble. It's not that I dislike painting, 
it's Just the thought of getting my 
hands spotted with palnt-that doesn't 
come off easily. Still the time comes 
when the job cannot be put off any 
longer. 

Painting is done in certain logical 
steps. The new wood must first be 
given a coat of linseed oil to seal it. 
Then comes a layer of matt under- 
coat and finally a coat of gloss paint. 
The existing condition of the 
paintwork determines how the new 
pAintlng is to be carried out. 

All flaking paint must first be 
removed. Tn do this you can use a 
paint scraper or a special shavchook 
and blowlamp or a gas burner. Keep- 
any forms of heat away from glass. 
Ynu can also use chemical paint 
strippers but they tend to ho ab- 
sorbed into the wood and can cause 
havoc with the new paint. Fill in with 
paint removal lacquer putty, a sort 
of oil-based xhpachlel. any 
depressions caused by partial paint 
removal. Use a spatula to spread the 
paste and smooth off level, otherwise 
ynu'll have more sanding to do 

afterwards. 

After sanding, if you've only had to 
scrape off a small amount of paint, 
you can apply two coats of gloss 


paint. This you can also do over 
woodwork in good condition. First 
clean up the paintwork with a damp 
cloth to remove dust and then allow 
to dry. If necessary thin the pnint 
with a email quantity of turpentine, 
but don’t overdo it, or the paint will 
run. Apply the second coat at least a 
day later. 

A different, hut more expensive 
type of paint is imported from 
England. This is a dripless 
polyurethane-based paint made by 
the* well-known firm of Crown 
Paints. Because such paint does not 
drip, it can be applied easily and the 
brushes can be washed out 
afterwards with cold water and 
soap powder. 

Metal painting requires a slightly 
different method. First you have to 
apply a layer of red lead or zinc 
chromate to the bare iron in order to 
protect it against rust. It is essential 
that all existing rust is removed 
before painting, otherwise the 
rusting process will continue and 
cause the new pnint to peel. You can 
remove rust best with a wire brush 
or a wire brush attachment in an 
electric drill. You can then paint nor- 
mally over the layer of priming. 

Brushes should be cleaned by 
washing in turpentine. Suspend the 
brush, so that the bristles are im- 


mersed in the liquid, but do not let it 
touch the bottom of the container. 
The simplest thing to do is to drill a 
hole through the brush-handle, and 
pnss a piece of stiff wire through the 
hole and over the sides of the con- 
tainer. 


THIS FILM combines brutality, 
horror, suspense and tenderness as 
it tells, with few words, the tale of 
one man’s revenge for the slaughter 
of his family and friends. 

The film is set in the French 
provinces in 1944, as the Germans 
are retreating before the Allied 
forces. 

Dr. Dandieu, a middle-aged sur- 
geon in a country hospital (superbly 
played by Philippe Noiret) . sends his 
beautiful young- wife (Homy 
Schneider playing as only she knows 
how) and young daughter to his 
home village so that they may be 
safe while the war rolls over the 
town. Not hearing from them for five 
days, Dandieu drives through the 
pastoral French countryside to the 
village. He finds all the villagers kill- 
ed. including Ws wife and daughter. 
The German troops who carried out 
the massacre are still in the village, 
billeted in the crumbling castle 
which is Dandieu 's family home. 

The rest of the film depicts the doc- 
tor's revenge, interspersed with 
flashbacks to happier days with his 
family and friends. The film’s title, 
Le Vienx Fusil, refers to the old 
family gun which the doctor uses to 
deliver retribution. 

Excessive brutality and the banali- 
ty of Miss Schneider's performance 
tend to mar what is basically a fine if 
somewhat predictable script by 
Pascal Jar din. The atmosphere of 
the period is eloquently recreated 
and the direction keeps up the 
suspense and interest almost to the 
end, when the tale begins to become 
inevitable. D.L.

Lower income self-employed tax- 
payers and farmers have averaged 
only slightly more in earnings than 
the typical male urban salaried 
worker in recent years, according to 
the November, 1976 issue of the 
State Revenue Administration's 
"Statistical Quarterly." 

The average Income of the lower- 
income self-employed was HJ. 4,446 
for 1973 and IL20.663 for 1974. The 
average wage in 3973 was IU2.400, 
rising to m.7,700 in 1974. The income 
of farmers, by comparison, was 
assessed at ILJ 8,095 in 1973 and 
IL25.993 in 1974' — only 11 to 16 per 
cent more than the income of an 
average male employee in finance 
and business. 

The self-employed, however, still 
owe the income tax authorities a 
quarter to a third of their taxes for 
1973 and 1974. Moreover, out of a 
total of about 200,000 income tax files 
for all self-employed, only 45,000 
assessments for 1973 were made by 
August 1976 and about 80,000 for 1 974. 

The data published in the 
"Quarterly" show that the average 
’ tax of all self-employed was slightly 
over 25 per cent of assessed income 
in both 1973 and 1974 — equivalent to 
the minimum tax rate established by 
the Income tax reform of 1975. 

The self-employed owed the in- 
come tax authorities, by the end of 
August, 1976, a total of IL2.76b. Of 
this amount ILL .63b. was advances 
for 1976. 

Companies owed a similar amount 
— ILui.eb. of which HI. 75b. was for 
1976. The tax debt of salaried 
employees, by comparison, was 
IL126m. Of the total debt of self- 
employed and companies together, 
nearly IL2b. resulted from Anal 
assessments and apparently from 
arrears for past years. A total of 
IL624m. was assessments made in 
the absence of Income tax returns. 
Final assessments may reduce this 
amount.

Even worse, we will no longer hear 
any of those coffee jokes. Like the 
one about the tourist who sits down 
in a Dizcngoff Square cafe and 
asks for a cup of coffee 
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without cream. About 46 minutes 
later the waiter reappears. "Sorry," he 
says. "We're all out of cream. Will 
you take it without milk?** 


Despite optimistic forecasts, 
jobs scarce for ecology graduates

kfar SAVA — When Ort opened 
Israel's first course for ecologists, 
everyone was sure there would be 
more jobs than graduates. But last 
June, when the first 30 graduates 
started looking for employment, 
they discovered that, despite all the 
talk about ecology there were no 
Jobs. As a result, only eight students 
(four sent by the Army) are in the 
course this year. 

It was the Ministry of Health 
which persuaded Ort to train prac- 
tical engineers in ecology at Its 
junior college here. The Ministry in- 
vested the first IL 300.000 In the 
programme, and is now paying 35 
per cent of the operating expenses. 

The cost of running the course this 
year will be somewhere between 
IL3zn. and ILAm., an Ort official es- 
timated. He added that it costs, 
almost as much to train eight 
students as to train 30, since the lec- 


turers must be paid and laboratories 
maintained, no matter how few 
students are registered. 

Ort hastens to say that the 
Ministry of Health has tried its best 
all along. Five of last year's 
graduates were hired by the 
ministry district offices, but were 
subsequently dismissed because of 
sanctions by higher-level sanitation 
workers who considered the new 
practical engineers a threat. 

The Ministry, with the help of the 
Technicians and Practical 
Engineers Union, finally appeased 
the sanitation workers and the sanc- 
tions were stopped. 

At the moment. 22 of the graduates 
are working in the field: Eight with 
the Ministry and the rest with 
various municipalities, inistry 
promised to establish at 

In a letter to Ort. the M . least eight 
new positions next year. Rafi 
Halperin, the Ministry's chief sanita- 
tion engineer, also promised to write 


Asking aid demands austerity

"IF wc require aid from world 
Jewry for essentials, that is 
partnership. .If we require it for in- 
essentials and luxuries that Is 
srknorr (mendicancy),*’ Avraham 
Harman, President of the Hebrew 
University, stated last week. 

He was one of the speakers at a 
symposium on Dependency and 
Independence, organised by the Van 
Leer Foundation in Jerusalem. 
Israel should tighten Its belt he said, 
and make a greater effort to wean 
itself from reliance on foreign aid 
especially in the supply of arms. 

Knesset member Mo ah? Arens (in 
private life a professor of 
aeronautical engineering) was 
emphatic that the country can be 
much more ^self-sufficient, at com- 
petitive prices, in the arms, aviation 
and nuclear energy industries. 
These sectors are operating at less 
than their full potential. The result 
will be an exit of engineers, unable to 
find & professional chaneifge, and 


obliged therefore to seek it 
elsewhere. 

Professor Michael Mlchaely pin- 
pointed September 1970 as a “Black 
September" for the Jewish State. At 
that time the U.S. Government took a 
decision to supply aid. at the rate 
(then) of $40(kn-500tm. a year. This put 
an end, in Michaely's view, to 
Israel's climate of austerity, and the 
unrelenting^ drive for self-sufficiency. 
"Before 1970, Israel accounted for 
less than one per cent of America's 
foreign aid programme. Last year 
the proportion was up to 27 per 
cent,” he said. 

Moshe San bar, former Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, joined his voice 
to the call for austerity. Domestic 
consumption must be leashed, and 
Investment allowed to grow instead — 
in export industries.

Despite some progress, word that 
last year's graduates were having 
difficulty getting jobs 'hurt the 
programme as new students 
hesitated to register. 

BLnyamin Yaffe, inspector for 
Ort's junior colleges, says, “Things 
are beginning to move, at least with 
the Ministry of Health.” 

Ironically, the largest 
municipalities. Jerusalem, Tel Aviv 
and Haifa, have not hired any of 
these practical engineers. Yitzhak 
Caspi of the Tel Aviv Municipality 
said neither Ort nor the Ministry of 
Health had approached him. "We 
are Interested in the subject and 
want to encourage Ort. I don't know 
if or when there would actually be 
positions open but we certainly 
would discuss it with them if they 
were to approach us." 

A spokesman for the Local 
Government Centre said his 
organization had known nothing 
about the matter until it was brought 
up at a press conference on ecology a 
few weeks ago. He, too, said there 
had been no overtures from Ort. 

In reply. Yaffe produced a copy of 
a letter inviting Pinhas Elon, chair- 
man of the Local Government Cen- 
tre Executive, to visit the school. No 
reply was received. Yaffe said. "We 
have decided to send a letter to all 
the mayors Inviting them to see the 
school" Yaffe said. "Public concern 
about ecology has to be translated 
into jobs for people trained in the 
field.” he added. 

Tax break for donors 

Contributors to the Israel Defence 
Volunteer Fund will receive tax con- 
cessions on their donations, It was 
recently decided .by t&e Finance 
Minister. 

A private person donating over 
IL10.000 a year will receive a tax 
credit for 25 per cent of the sum 
donated. This means that for a dona- 
tion of IUO.OOO, IL2.500 may be 
deducted from the tax bill.

50 per cent of it from its taxable in-

DAR ES SALAAM. — The American 
coffee boycott Is really a big- 
business ploy to make money on tea 
and cocoa, Tanzanian Agriculture 
Minister John Malecela said here on 
Saturday night. 

He said the boycott by many 
Americans to protest 
rocketing coffee prices "will not 
serve the interest of the consumer 
because the same retailers will raise 
the price of tea and cocoa if there is 
an increase in consumption.’. 

He called for the International 
Coffee Organization, the London- 
based producers* group, to examine 
ways to counter the boycott. 

Coffee is one of Tanzania’s major 
foreign exchange earners. The coun- 
try's income from coffee has more 
than doubled since frosts In Br azil 
last year severely depleted world 
supplies. 

Malecela told graduating 
agricultural technicians, ’The truth 
of the matter is that whatever in- 
crease there is in the price of coffee, 
the producing countries are con- 
tinuing to get relatively less and less 
benefit from their efforts." 

He said that In i960 Tanzania need- 
ed to export 165 bags of coffee to buy 
a tractor from the U.S. By 1969 the 
cost was 316 bags and by 1975 it was 
450 bags. The relative price of raw 
materials and agricultural crops has 
been falling in relation to the cost of 
manufactured goods. This was a 
major cause for the continued pover- 
ty of Third World countries, he ex- 
plained. (AP) 

Israel firm joins

Tel Avfv. — A joint firm made up of Ira- 
nian investors and an Israeli engi- 
neering company has begun prepar- 
ing Industrial projects in the metal 
and plastics field in Iran. 

The company, whose Israeli 
partner is U. Baratz Mechanical and 
Marine Engineering Co., will plan 
and construct industrial plants, train 
personnel and then turn the factories 
over to Iranian clients. 

The company's first project will be 
a Sim. plastics factory. The Israeli 
partner has already set'up a. factory 
in Iran' for the manufacture of s a i lin g 
boats and has Introduced a system 
for faster off-loading of cargoes at 
Persian Gulf ports.

In so far as toe first issue is con- 
cerned, he held. It is clear, from toe 
previsions of section 83(b) of toe 
Courts Law. that the Supreme Court 
is not bound by its own precedents, 
and if toe fact that the Supreme 
Court has made a practice of using 
its right to" deviate from its own 
precedents with considerable cau- 
tion should have created the impres- 
sion that it regards itself as bound by 
them, this* was most certainly a 
wrong impression. It is true, he con- 
tinued, that he, himself, would 
hesitate to contradict or deviate 
from certain precedents established 
by toe Supreme Court even though 
he might not be entirely satisfied 
with them. But this would apply only 
to such precedents as affect court 
procedure, since In such matters it is 
essential for toe sake of litigants that 
there should be stability and con- 
sistency. In other words, he explain- 
ed, wherever a deviation from a 
precedent Is likely to cause hardship 
and would have no real value except 
as an academic exercise, it would be 
preferable to follow toe precedent 
even though it might have certain 
shortcomings. : 

On toe oilier hand,. Justice Cohn 
continued, where strict adherence to 
a precedent on a substantive, as op- 
posed to a procedural, question 
would lead to Injustice, either 
because of a change in the times and 
circumstances, or because it was un- 
founded in law from the beginning, 
then not only was the Supreme Court 
entitled to overrule it, but it was In 
duty bound to do so. Fortunately this 
had been, necessary on only the 
rarest occasions in the past, since 
the vast majority of the Supreme 
Court precedents were, and had 
remained, in keeping with the times. 

Turning to the second issue before 
toe Supreme Court, Justice Cohn 
noted that the Supreme Court had In 
the past, in other exceptional cases., 
deviated from the rule that damage 
should be assessed on the day on 
which it was caused and held that he 
agreed with the opinion expressed by 
Justice Berinson (In the original 
Supreme Court judgment which was 
the subject-matter - of the further 
hearing) that it would be as well to 
introduce some order on this issue 
and establish a new, overall rule 
with respect to the operative date for 
assessment of damage. But even 
without considerations of legal 
.policy, it ‘was clear, be continued. 


that the assessment of the damage 
as on the day it had occurred could 
lead to unjust enrichment for the 
wrongdoer and unjust hardship for 
the wronged In these days of gallop- 
ing inflation. The prevention of both 
these injustices provides sufficient 
cause for deviating from any es- 
tablished judicial precedent. 
However, he was not at all sure that 
there had in fact been any such 
deviation, held Justice Cohn. For 
section 76(1) of the Civil Wrongs Or- 
dinance lays down that "compensa- 
tion should be awarded in respect of 
such damage as would naturally 
arise in the'usual course of things," 
and every wrongdoer must perforce 
know that the value of money 
decreases, while toe cost of replac- 
ing goods increases, with every day 
that payment of compensation is 
delayed. So that "inflationary 
damage" must be foreseen by any 
reasonable wrongdoer and would 
thus come within the bounds of a 
natural, foreseeable consequence of 
the wrong from which there was no 
tenable ground for exempting a 
wrongdoer. 

In conclusion, Justice Cohn dis- 
missed the third question out of hand 
by holding that whatever rule 
applied to toe insured person who 
bad been directly wronged, applied 
also to the insurers who had sued the 
wrongdoer by right of subrogation. 
This is so as long as the insurer had 
paid the Insured person no less than 
he demanded from the wrongdoer. 
Since therefore, toe w rongdoer is 
bound to pay the wronged person his 
compensation immediately, or else 
suffer the consequences, he has the 
same obligation towards the insurer. 
Nor, he added, could the fact that the 
wronged person had been paid out 
immediately by the insurers relieve 
the wrongdoer of any responsibility 
towards either the insurer or the in- 
sured, as the doctrine of subrogation 
and section 86 of toe Civil Wrongs Or- 
dinance clearly indicate. 

The Supreme Court judgment 
should therefore be confirmed. 

JUSTICE BERINSON 

Justice Berinson concurred with 
Justice Cohn and reaffirmed the opi- 
nion he had handed down in the 
original hearing. 

JUSTICE WITKON 

hi concurring that the Supreme 
Court judgment should be con- 
firmed, Justice Witkon admitted 
that when he had agreed with Justice 
Berinson *s opinion in the original 
case he had had some doubts on one 


point only: whether this Opinion 
could really be classed as "reform" 
or whether it was not a worthy exam- 
ple of the ordinary evolutionary 
process in toe law of a progressive, 
enlightened society, since the 
Supreme Court had, at the time, not 
expressly overruled any existing 
precedents. For this reason he saw 
□o cause for entering into the discus- 
sion as to whether the Supreme 
Court should leave legislative 
reform exclusively to the 
legislature, or whether deviations 
from their own precedents should 
not be regarded as bringing the law 
into line with the needs of toe times, 
rather than as "legislation" 
although he had made it clear in the 
past that he, like Justice Cohn, tend- 
ed to opt for the latter alternative. 

As to toe merits of the Supreme 
Courts’ decision to grant the in- 
surance companies restitution at the 
rate of exchange of the dollar on the 
day judgment was handed down, 
Justice Witkon pointed out that the 
Civil Wrongs Ordinance contains no 
guide-lines concemitoe operative 
date for fixing compensation nor was 
he aware of any precedent from 
which the Supreme Court could be 
purported to have deviated. Oh the 
contrary, almost since the birth of

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the State, the Supreme Court had 
tended to give preference to the 
Judgment-day rule as opposed to the 
damage-day rule, irrespective of 
whether the judgment debt 
originated from a contract or a civil 
wrong, and irrespective also of 
whether it were expressed in foreign 
or local currency So where was the 
innovation? 

And as to the dt ibts expressed 
about the justice of applying the 
judgment-day rule to compensation 
for damage caused and not to all 
debts, whatsoever their nature, 
whose delayed defrayment could 
cause hardship to a creditor in these 
inflationary times, he was not im- 
pressed by them, held Justice 
Witkon. For the courts should not 
refrain from doing justice to X only 
because it was not in their power to . 
do like justice to Y. Fu therm ore, he 
continued, in so far as property is 
concerned, the courts have always 
favoured a "real" remedy in so far 
as that Is possible, as witness its 
judgments on specific performance 


instead of granting pecuniary com- 
pensation in currency which Is con- 
tinually devaluing. And if this had 
been acceptable in the past he could 
see no cause for disqualifying the 
Judgment-day rule for paying com- 
pensation, which has turned 
pecuniary compensation into a. more 
"rr'al" remedy which comes within 
the bounds of legitimate, legal evolu- 
tion. 

In conclusion. Justice Witkon held 
that insofar as the insurer's 
rights (as distinct from the insured's 
rights) are concerned, he was of the 
opinion that as In the present case 
toe insurers had paid the insured , in 
foreign currency, they 'should be 
recompensated with the same 
amount of foreign currency 
translated into terms of local curren- 
cy. since this Is what they would 
have received if they had received a 
power of attorney to bring an action 
against the Ports Authority in the 
name of the insured as they had been 
entitled to do.

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Slogans or policy? 


THERE SEEMS TO BE a trifle more than meets the eye to the 
joint communique put out by President Sadat and King 1 Hussein . 
at the end of their meeting in Aswan on Saturday. 

On the face of it, the most notable feature of the statement is 
the joint call for the establishment of ah Independent Palesti- 
nian state — presumably In the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
although this Is not specified. The championship of Palestinian 
independence has, of course, been settled Egyptian policy for 
some time now. But this Is the first occasion on which the 
Hashemite monarch lends his personal endorsement to it. 

Having been made, however, the endorsement is somewhat 
qualified. King Hussein, we are told, welcomed a proposal by 
President Sadat — in an interview with the “Washington Post," 
apparently — that the future Palestinian state should be firmly 
linked to Jordan. Yet thereby, again, hangs a reservation. The 
precise nature of the link should be freely decided by the 
Palestinians and the Jordanians. 

The position of the FLO in the future state Is left largely to the 
imagination. Recognition is granted to the right of the PLO to 
participate in a reconvened Geneva conference on the same 
footing as the other parties. But ' there appears to be no 
reference to the PLO being, in the language of Rabat, the sole 
legitimate representative of the people of Palestine. 

With such verbal obfuscation, there Is room for more than one 
view of what it was that Sadat and Hussein actually agreed upon 
in Aswan. On one view, the King of Jordan was talked Into for- 
ming a united front with Egypt (and Syria) , based on his renun- 
ciation in principle of any claim to the West Bank.. On another 
view, the two Arab leaders reached an understanding on the use 
of the slogan of Palestinian statehood as the best means of 
furthering their own national alms. 

If the first view la accepted, It still must be squared with the 
sentiments aired by Hebron ex-mayor, Sheikh All Ja’abari, sup- 
posedly in the name of Ring Hussein, upon return from a much 
touted visit to Amman. The PLO has its place, said the Sheikh, 
-but the people of the West Bank are themselyes entitled to self- 
determination; and the Jericho resolution (for the annexation of 
the West Bank to Jordan) takes precendence over the decision 
in Rabat. - 

Could it be that the venerable Sheikh misinterpreted what had 
been told to him by King Hussein? Or is it rather that the King 
assumed — and was later assured by President Sadat — that he 
could afford to speak of free choice because the Palestinians, on 
both sides of the Jordan, would in fact "want** only that which 
Amman (and Cairo) thought best for them? 

On the second view, then, the process of the PLO's dethrone- 
ment has not been halted, and perhaps accelerated, by the 
Aswan agreement. But that is not enough to mark it as a con- 
tribution to the cause of peace. For the whole Idea of introducing 
a Palestinian state into a plan for Middle East settlement — and 
of the PLO into the Geneva conference — is to overturn the in- 
ternational consensus enshrined in resolutions 242 and 338. . 

A Palestinian state, whatever its eventual linkage to Jordan, 
is tailor-made to deny Israel its rights to secure and recognized . 
boundaries, and to a relationship of good-neighbourliness with 
the Arabs of the administered territories. It is therefore wholly 
and completely inadmissible, and it rules out any possibility of 
a territorial trade-off by Israel. 


The tides of progress 


THE SHUTDOWN of stallholders in the fruit and vegetable 
markets, against the tax authority's instruction to keep books, 
is reminiscent of the legendary King Canute's command to the 
sea-tides that they stand still and not overlap his throne. 

The tax system has got to work properly. It must not go on 
burdening some and not others. The only way it can work 
properly is if everybody keeps a record of his financial transac- 
tions. This is a necessity that cannot be evaded, in a highly 
organized and Increasingly technological society. 

The excuse that the whole thing is too complicated for the un- 
tutored shopkeeper will not wash. The leader of the small 
merchants in Jerusalem, Avraham Bimbaum, tried that tag: 
his argument was rejected by the courts. 

The Treasury has made the procedure as easy as it can. All a 
man has to do, apart from keeping the invoices and receipts of 
his suppliers, is to. press the keys of a cash register. Its 
“memory” will cope with the rest. 

We are, after all, in the last quarter of the 20th Century. There 
is no point in sulking or stamping one's foot. The tides of 
progress, like the tides of the sea, cannot be halted. 
Stallholders should thank their lucky stars that, for some inex- 
plicable reason, they are exempt from the obligation that 
applies to all other sectors, of paying the value added tax. 

Keeping books is not difficult when you get the habit; it even 
turns out to be convenient in unexpected ways. Its only disad- 
vantage (if it can be called a disadvantage) is that you discover, 
perhaps for the first time, just how much income tax you ought 
to be paying.

DA VAR (Histadrut) : “The efforts of 
Sadat and Hussein to close the Arab 
racks for joint pressure on the U.S. 
and to have the Geneva con- 
ference resumed are progressing 
successfully. Sadat scored an impor- 
tant point hi the joint statement, en- 
dorsed by King Hussein, affirming 
Jordanian acceptance of the princi- 
ple of a Palestinian state, together 
with willingness to participate in 
Geneva and to recognize the FLO as 
the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians. The reference to a 
formal link between the new state 


and Jordan was not to be taken as a 
binding condition for Jordanian 
agreement, as Fahml pointed out. 

“It is now clear that Sadat has 
systematically achieved step-by- 
step progress towards formation of a 
Joint Arab policy to be presented to 
President Carter immediately upon 
his assumption of office, together 
with the demand for resumption of 
Geneva. .

IN A RECENT conversation about 
;is rael • Corporation and . the 

- problems raised in connection with 
dubious 'investments by Vaduz com- 
panies, ‘a senior-. official clearly ex- 
pressed a philosophy which must be 
taken as a reflection of a governmen- 
tal. attitude. While admitting that in- 
./vestments by anonymous companies 
should not be accefated, this offiniaT 
said that as long as the individual 
behind such companies is known and 
honourable, investments from them 
are welcome to the State of Israel. 

Many of the investors, from abroad 
are indeed respectable persons, and 
they come to Israel with good money 
and even better motives. . 

We do and should welcome them 
with open arms. 

It appears however, that Israeli of- 
. fLclals do not stop there. When a 
“good Jew,” a sympathizer with Israel, 
comes and says, “Look, 1 have 
a mllUan dollars which I would be willing 
to invest in Israel, but unhappily the 
money is ‘black 1 — ore you in- 
terested, and how should I go about 
investing it?',' — they may even ad- 
vise him to register a company in 
Liechtenstein, so that the nominal in- 
vestor will be a proper corporate en- 
tity. 

Or, since Vaduz nowadays has 
negative connotations, they may ad- 
vise him to register Ms company In 
Luxembourg — which sounds more 
respectable. As long as it Is known 
that the individual concerned is a 
“good Jew" and really wants to in- 



It is one thing to let Jews from 
abroad invest their, sometime 
dubious money in Israel; it is 


another thing, says MEIR 
MERHAV, to put them on a 
social pedestal. 


vest In Israel, the authorities are 
quite willing not only to take his 
black money but' also to give him — 
-in' order to make his sympathy for 
Israel still sweeter — a massive tax 
concession. After all. it can lie 
argued, if Israel were to be choosy 
about such matters, the man could 
always invest his money elsewhere. 

Had the matter ended there, we 
would have gone only a step or two 
further than other countries which 
provide a haven for black money — 
money which originates in tax fraud 
and possibly worse. After all, the 
honest Swiss have been doing that — 
or nearly that — fora very long time, 
and nobody thinks any the worse of 
them for it. Should hard-pressed 
Israel be more catholic than the 
pope and less Swiss than the Swiss? 

But there Is a difference. The 
Swiss, the Liechtensteinlahs,- the 
Monegasques or the Luxembour- 
gians do Indeed provide flags of 
convenience for money which can- 
not otherwise sail the open seas. 
They rent safety-deposit boxes and 


neither ask questions .nor answer 
them. They do not ask people to in- 
volve themselves in the building of 
their countries, nor do they en- 
courage the clients of their banks to 
go into partnerships with their own 
businessmen and industrialists. 
They hold no conferences with them. 

Least of all do they attach any sen- 
timental or patriotic value to such 
transactions. . They help people to 
hide or launder their money, they 
take a pride for their services, and 
keep strictly aloof. 


IN ISRAEL, we do things different- 
ly. We are ready to accept with open 
arms not only the money but also, 
almost automatically, the man who 
brings it. Almost immediately upon 
the deposit of a first measly 3200,000, 
we- may see our new foreign investor 
— whose money may have obscure 
origins^ possibly in tax fraud 
elsewhere — at the cocktail parties 
of those who count. We see them at 
officially-sponsored conventions, 
where people consider ways and 


LIBEL AND CONTEMPT LAWS 


TotheEditorof The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — As an old operator In the 
press arena — 50 years in British 
journalism, 40 on national 
newspapers In Fleet Street — I am 
daring to venture an informed view 
on the Israeli media's handling of the 
Ofer Affair. 

In the words of Hugh (now Lord) 
Cudllpp, my ex-boss, in his book on 
the press, editors had the option of 
“publish and be damned,** or they 
could have spiked the reporters' in- 
vestigations and the public be damn- 
ed. 

If editors succumb to the pressure 
of uninformed public opinion and 
take the latter course, they could fall 
victims to wrongdoers who, fearing 
exposure, might resort to moral 
blackmail by threatening the 
newspapers that, if they print their 
findings, the suspected culprits will 
co mmi t suicide. 

A person whose conduct has been 


called into question could risk 
proceeding with a Hbel action If he 


has the courage; blit he would be 
liable to exposure. If a police 
prosecution had been started, the 
editors could be sued for contempt of 
court. 

Some years ago, my colleague, 
Sylvester Bolam, then editor of the 
London Dally Mirror, was sent to 
prison because his staff, for whom, 
by law, he had to take the blame, had 
printed details of the notorious acid 
bath murder case, which was then 
still ffubjudfee. By anticipating 
evidence, the judge held that- the 
paper was in contempt, although the 
published facts were found correct.

York last week referred to the 
Unification Church of the Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon. Protestant, Roman 
Catholic and Jewish officials joined 
together to charge that Moon's 
teachings are “anti -democratic, anti- 
Jewiah and in direct conflict with 
basic Christian teachings." 

The South Korean cleric claims 
30,000 members for Ms movement 
and another 7.000 "core members" 
who devote themselves exclusively 


to the organization. It has lately 
come under scrutiny by the U.S. 
Department of Justice, following 
charges that the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency Is involved and 
that there are suspicious dealings In 
its real estate and fund-raising 
procedures. 

Rabbi Marc Tanenbaurrx of the 
American Jewish Committee said 
that the movement smacks of the 
early period of Nazism and “is pour- 
ing into the American blood-stream 
pernicious anti-Jewish and anti- 
Christian teachings.'* Rabbi James 
Rudln, also of the AJC, said that a 
study of Moon's 536 page "Divine 
Principle" revealed 12 a references 
that give a “demonic picture" of 
Jews, both ancient and modem. 

The Christian and Jewish leaders 
appealed to Americana not to he mis- 
led by Moon's appeals to patriotism 
and unity.

Nauru lies almost on thh Equator, 
nearly 2000 miles west of the Fiji 
Islands.

THE TROUBLES in Ireland are now 
. leading to “financial killings" — not 
political assassinations for pay. but 
the lucrative profits resulting from 
cattle-smuggling.
